FIRE DRIVES FIFTY FAMILIES 


FROM HOME IN CHICAGO 


DISTRICT. 


Firemen Overcome by Smoke—Origin 


of Fire a Mystery and is Being 


Investigated. 


Chicago, July 3.—Members of more 


than 50 families were driven 
from 


their homes by a fire which destroyed 
the Schultz dance and lodge hall. Two 
firemen were overcome by smoke and 
a number of other firemen narrowly 
escaped death when a gallery from 
which they were fighting the flames 
collapsed, and they were precipitated 
to the floor. The loss is estimated at 
$50,000. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery, and both the fire and police 
departments are making an investiga- 
tion. The building is situated half a 
block from St. Stanislaus 
college, 


which building has been on fire twice 
during the past two weeks. 


St. Petersburg, July 4—A message

of Argentina, say that there has been 
sanguinary fighting in the streets of 
Ascunsion, the capital of Paraguay, 
where a revolution is said to have 
broken out recently, and that hun- 
dreds of persons have been killed or 
wounded. 


Prostrations In New York. 


New York, July 4.—A total of 11 


deaths is the heat record in Greater 
New York for the last 24 hours. Pros- 
trations from the continued hot wave 
have been so numerous that all the 
hospitals are overcrowded. The mor- 
tality was highest among infants.

Sent Up for tho Killing of Marshal 


Enoch Roth, of Hicksville, 


in 1000. 


Columbus, O., July 4.—Frank Zuber, 


received at the penitntiary April 3, 
1900, at the age of 24 years, to serve 
a life sentence for murder in the first 
degree, the jury having recommended 
mercy, was the happy recipient of tiie 
Fourth of July pardon granted by Gov- 
ernor Harris. Zuber was sent up 
from Defiance rountv. together with 
Floyd Rumbaugh and another, for the 
murder of Marshal Enos Roth of 
Hicksville in 1900. 


Zuber and Rumbaugh, with their 


partner, living near Hicksville, came 
to town one night, where they became 
intoxicated. The marshal went after 
them 
and the three attacked him. 


Roth was found r",ead the next morn- 
ing and in a few a'ajs the murderers 
were rounded up. Zuber and another 
accomplice, who has since died in the 
penitentiary, were sent up for life. 
Rumbaugh escaped with 20 years. 


Rumbaus;h was paroled about a year 


ago in the belief that he was innocent 
of the crime. Affidavits were secured 
from the prosecuting attorney and 
other 
officials 
and citizens of the 


neighborhood which stated that it was 
their belief the state had erred.

Tabriz, July 4.—The trouble in *his 


city broke out again yesterday ,"Whea 
the reactionaries and the revolutfott- 
aries, after a brief truce again started 
jjhooting at each, other. The revolu- 
tionists (hoisted a~wbite flag7 ao^; "in- 
timated their readiness to.^urren4«r,,. 
but instead of bringing" peace, -this 
circumstance was embraced thy a .re- 
actionary mob to loot and destroy the 
quarter of the city where the bazaars 
are located.. The revolutionists at 
once recalled 
their men to 
arms, 


erected another barricade and an- 
other bloody conflict in the 'bazaar dis- 
trict began. 


All the foreign residents of .Tabriz 


have hung out.over their houses their 
respective flags. They are not believed 
to <be in danger. 


There is a serious shortage of bread 


in Tabriz. 


Berlin, July 4.—A special dispatch 


to the Lokal Anzeiger from TeTieran, 
timed* 6:15 p. m. Friday, says: 


"The Shah is endeavoring to secure 


popularity by posing as the father ot 
the people. His majesty issues daily 
proclamations declaring that he will 
fulfill every desire of the people and 
also that he will reduce the cost of 
necessaries of life. 


"A complete change in the symp- 


toms has occurred since the days of 
terror and the leaders in. the agitation 
now are quietly recognizing 
the 


strength of the Shah's >party. Not a 
shot has been fired here in. several 
days, owing to the severe penalties 
attaching to such actions. The stores 
of dealers in weapons have officially 
been ordered cjosed 
and 
complete 


quiet reigns. 


"The discontent in the provinces, 


however, is still maintained. Force is 
being employed to compel submission 
at Tabriz, Rescht, Schiraz and other 
cities, but the fear is expressed that 
there will be a fresh rising against 
the Shah in the winter." 


"The rumor that a corps of 25,000 


, Persian Cossacks under Russian offi- 
cers is being formed, seems to obtain 
increasing credence. 
It is said that 


Russia will 
undertake their equip- 


ment and armament and that when 
they are trained the Cossacks will be 
spread over the country. 
The Per- 


sian people, however, nrp protesting 
against this scheme and threaten to 
boycott Russian goods.

day. 


Thrills the Heart. 


And how they are celebrating' If one 
could only take a peep into the village? 
and little cities of the land he could 
verify tiie prophecy of John Ad.inis in 
e\ery word. Even the suggestion of what 
is going on there thrills the heart of the 
business man of the metropolis and takes 
htm back in memory to his boyhood days 
in his native town. 


For days the committee has been at 
work erecting triumphial arches and see- 
ing that every home and stores flies the 
Suu-3 and Stripes. 
The local artillery 
company has placed its guns on the hill, 
and as dawn breaks sleepy heads are 
aroused by the booming out of the national 
salute. SVith the last gun every boy and 
girl and jouth is out of doors, tasting the 
delights of burning gunpowder m fire- 
ci ackers and toy cannon. By breakfast 
time the sidewalks arc carpeted "with red 
shells of crackers, and the odor ot' burn- 
ing punk contends with the smell of pow- 
der for a monopoly of the air.

Shot Wjth a Blank Cartridge Friday 


Night While Attempting to Place 


Fighters Under Ai-rest. 


WagoMnan Dock Brooke of the pa- 


trol station was sfaot last night by a 
3.S calibe- blank cartridge, and un- 
less blood poisoning sets in no serious 
results are anticipated. The niau who 
did the shooting was arrested and was 
.his morn ng released on bail. 


Officer Brooke and Driver McClur3 


weie sitting in ihe patrol house last 
night at 11:20 o'clock 
when 
they 


heard the sounds of a fight across the 
streetr. 
Officer Brooke 
investigated 


and found three men engaged in an 
argument and he went across the 
itreet to investigate. Seeing a revol- 
ver in the hands of one he jumped for 
ii'im intending to disarm him. 


Instantly the fellow fired and the 


entire charge of the gun struck the 
officer. 
His clothing was burned and 


the flesh was scorched by the flame 
and burning powder. Hearing 
the 


shot Driver McClure rushed across 
the street to the assistance of Brooke, 
and grabbed the man, bearing him 
heavily to the ground. 


The other two men escaped but as 


both officers got a good look at them 
they will probably be arrested betore 
the day is over. 
In hit haste to es- 


cape one oi the fighters left his coat 
behind, and in it, besides some other 
things, was found 
a pair of brass 


knuckles. 


The man was taken across 'lie street 


to the patrol nouse, loaded into the 
wagon, and taken to the city prison. 
Officer Brooke yluckily refused to asl 
for a,h officer to relieve him and 
re- 


mained on duty throughout the night 
although suffering intense pain. 


The shooting of Officer Brooke is 


serious affair. 
Aside from resisting 


and shooting an officer, the fellow is 
guilty of carrying concealed weanons 
in direct violation 
of the city ordi- 


nance, and in direct violation of tho 
orders of the mayor anO chief of po 
life, who warned the Citizens of Xov\ 
'ork about carrying and discharging 
revolve, s en the fourth. The hearing 
\vill probably be held Monday.

And men, 
"the oldest inhabitants" along Lime- 
stone creek and the Black river, neat- 
Holland Patent, N. Y., will tell you to 
this day that young Cleveland was as 
good a trapper as ever trod the creek's 
banks. They say he was a sportsman 
always, not a pot hunter.

He was a big, full blooded, rosy cheek- 
ed boy who enjoyed life as he found 
it He practiced a youthful philosophy 
which smacked of stoicism that was 
the seeding of a statesmanship that 
was to blossom early in the serious 
days of his career.

to the Giver of all good things and his 
scorn, almost horror, of wanton slaugh- 
ter, says the New York World.

It is equally true that 
the knowledge he obtains of the af- 
fairs of corporations is necessarily in 
tiinate.

"\Ve are told that the corporation man- 


agers are dishonest, that they "exploit" 
the people and their utUiues. that they 
put their own enrichment above their 
duty to the stockholding interest or to 
the patronizing public and that before 
there can be a return of the splendid 
prosperity we were enjoying the cor- 
poration must be regulated and the 
government must step in with a sharp 
eye and a Hg stick. 


My experience in the conduct of in- 


dependent and impartial examinations 
of books of account and affairs has 
covered many years and has been con- 
cerned with the federal government, 
state governments and city govern- 
ments. It has covered the field also 
of railway, street railway. light, pow- 
er and other public service corpora- 
tions. It has dealt with industrial ccv- 
porations. the so called trusts. It has 
taken me into banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, into educa- 
tional and charitable institutions. 
I 


think I may say it has taken me pretty 
generally over the whole field of pub- 
lic and private business, and if 1 am 
to judge by what my eyes have seen 
it is the unassailable truth that almost 
any one of the men who stand at the 
head of onr great business institutions 
is far more competent to run the gov- 
ernment and would run it more eco- 
nomically, more wisely and more hoa- 
estly than any of those who are in the 
business of running governments. 


I know as a matter of fact that the 


management of our great properties is 
generally intelligent and economical 
and that the management of our gov- 
erriment bureaus is Ijenerairy loose, ir- 
regular and frequently' dishonest, and 
"when I read the articles \rith which so 
many of our newspapers and maga- 
zines are filled nowadays reflecting on 
the men whose genius is developing 
the "country's resources and when 1 
hear the proposals of politicians from 
the most eminent to the least for th^ 
passage of laws to hamper and restrict 
the energies of these men on the theory 
that their integrity is open to suspicion 
my mind inevitably brings up the con- 
trast that I always observe between a 
corporation's -way of doing things and 
a government's as disclosed by their 
respective records and books of ac- 
count. 


For the purpose of this comparison 


incompetency and dishonesty need not 
be separated. Putting them together, 
it is my deliberate estimate that, judg- 
ed by the highest standards prevailing 
in the best conducted corporations. 
there is less than 10 per cent of both 
among men in the management of cor- 
porations generally and at least 90 per 
cent of both among public officeholders, 
and I base this estimate upon my ex- 
perience as a public accountant. 


The men intrusted with the manage- 


ment of the corporations are better fit- 
ted to administer the affairs of such 
corporations and to exercise judgment 
in matters concerning both the investor 
and the public, wh.ch takes their prod- 
uct or utilizes their franchises, than 
are those men who hold public office 
qualified to fill t^en their own posi- 
tions, much less t> undertake admin- 
istrative 
• ontrol over corporations 


The facts that prove this do not den! 
with the mere matter of honesty and 
efficiency.

head of the delegation, came singing 
a sons; of peace and harmony, declar- 
ing that Xew York state is anxious to 
biing all Deaiocrats together and will 
take only such action as will bring 
about that result. As a first step to- 
ward harmony Mr. Murphy gave it 
out that the widely discussed Cleve- 
and resolutions prepaied by Judge 
Alton B. Parker represented only the 
jersonal views of the w riter and could 
not be put forward as coming from 
:he delegation. 


Judge Parker arrived 
somewhat 


!ater than Mr. Murphy, having trav- 
eled from Chicago over a different 
route. The former presidential candi- 
date was accompanied by his Urn part- 
ner.

"With Mr Murphy came 
Lewis Xixon. former leader of Tam- 
many Hall; 
Martin 
AY. 
Littleton, 


whose boom for the vice presidency 
assumed important proportions imme- 
diately upon his arrhal; D. J. Coha- 
lan and P. F. Donohue, members of 
the ''inner circle" of the Tammany 
organization. 
Earlier in the day the
